Action Taken After An Unsuccessful 


Attempt to Obtain Data From Other 
Sources—Would Proportion Fines to 
Amount of Assets Possessed by 
Defendants. 


Chicago, June 27. — In the United 


States district court, Judge Landis, 
after an unsuccessful attempt to ob- 
tain detailed" information regarding 
the financial condition of the Standard 
Oil company, ordered United States 
District Attorney Sims to issue sub- 
poenaes, returnable July 6, for officials 
and directors of the Standard Oil cor- 
porations. 
It will be left to the dis- 


cretion of the district attorney what 
men are to be summoned, but tha 
court announced that the information 
must he seemed. 


The day's proceedings were not 


filled with comfort for the Standard 
Oil company or its attorneys. Judge 
Landis some weeks ago directed that 
the attorneys for The "company and for 
the government come into court June 
26 prepared to furnish him with infor- 
mation regarding the financial condi- 
tion of the Standard Oil company, as 
he believed that if a fine was to be 
assessed against the company in pur- 
suance of recent conviction on the 
charge of using illegal freight rates, 
it 
should be proportioned to the 


amount of assets possessed by the 
defendant. Attorney Miller for the 
Standard Oil company, at the opening 
of court, made a motion for a new 
trial, but was overruled. 
-le then 


made a motion in arrest of judgment, 
and this was also overruled He then 
made a motion that the government 
should be ordered to elect a specific 
count in the indictment on which to 
base the final judgment of the court. 
This last motion, if sustained, would 
have limited the fine to $20,000, the 
maximum for a single offense. 
The 


motion, however, was denied, and the 
court can, under the conviction, pun- 
ish the company with fines aggregat- \ 
ing $29,260,000 on the 1,462 counts in ' 
the indictments that have been held 
good by the court.

Felton 
is president of the Union Tank line 
and Wann was formerly

with the Chicago & Alton railroad. 
The remainder are Standard Oil offi- 
cials. 


The action of Judge Landis in or- 


dering that subpoenaes issue, grows 
out of the refusal ot Attorney Miller 
yesterdady to obey the court's request 
for information touching upon the oil 
trust's financial status. Judge Landis' 
order was made this morning at the 
request of District Attorney Sims, and 
was evidently made by pre-arrange- 
ment. 


District Attorney

sent 
a 


bomb shell among the Standard's at- 
torneys today, by announcing that 
besides the indictment on which the 
Standard was convicted, the Govern- 
ment had five other indictments, con- 
taining 40G8 counts 
A conviction on 


all these counts at the maximum pen- 
alties would subject the Standard to 
additional fines of $81,360,000.

General Kuroki, the famous Japa- 


nese soldier, was recently the guest 
of .Mr. R. A. C. Smith on his steam 
yacht, Privateer, during a trip up the 
Hudson to West Point, where he In- 
spected the cadets. 


It remained for the trip down to 


New Tork to show Kuroki, for the first 
time a vanquished man, says William 
Hoster, the New York American's cor- 
respondent. 
He charged a roulette 


wheel with his accustomed reckless 
daring and was thrown back with 
heavy loss. Mr. Smith presided at the 
toy wheel, which he has nmone his 
various amusements on board the 
yacht. 


Kuroki was provided with a stack 


of chips, and the game was explained 
to him. Ee risked a small stack on the 
red and lost. Then be tried 14, 7, 23, 
9 and 6 and lost again. Once more he 
tempted fortune on the black, and once 
more he lost. 


He stood and studied the wheel curi- 


ously. He frowned and tried the red 
again, and again he lost. 


"Ah," he said. 
Then he tried a new combination of 


numbers and lost once more. Tugging 
at his mustache, he burst into a laugh, 
eelzed a newspaper man by a shoulder, 
thrust what chips remained to him III 
the scribe's hand and pointed to the 
•wheel. The newspaper man lost also, 
and when the last chip was gone, Ku- 
roki slapped the reporter on the back, 
laughed at him, frowned at the board 
and stalked away—for the first time in 
his life a beaten man. 


But half an hour later, Kuroki was 


discovered alone, studying that wheel, 
and thinking, perhaps, how he might 
turn its flank, pierce its center or over- 
come It by a bayonet charge. 


He hurried on deck to see Grant's 


tomb when the monument appeared in 
Tiew. As a colonel of infantry, Kuroki 
met Grant In 1871, when the latter 
made his tour of the world. 


"He was a great soldier," said Ku- 


roki. -"Our schoolboys know him as 
they know Lincoln, Roosevelt and 
Franklin.

From Common Firing Line, 300 Men, 


Shooting Alternately, Can Work at 
Once—Many Thousand Feet of Wire 
Laid For Scoring System. 


Tho state of Ohio Is la\ ins over 907,- 


000 feet of wire at the ''I'ort Clinton 
rifle range, and already olHcers of the 
United States army and some foreign 
oflicers have been thirc to inspect 
what is the most complete rifle range 
In the world, says the Ohio State Jour- 
nal. The fact that such an authority 
as Captain Charles De Torrent Chan- 
dler of the United States signal corps, 
formerly of Cleveland, the man chosen 
by the United States gc>\ eminent to 
solve the balloon problem for the ar- 
my, says it Is t^ie "best ever" shows 
;hat the state is a long way in advance 
of even Uncle Sam In the matter of a 
:arget range where 30o men enn occupy 
a common firing line and 'shoot at all 
the ranges from 1.0UO yards down to 
;he midrange. 


The system of wiring and the under- 
round conduits that carry all the 


wires as well as the system of ''buz- 


rs'' that connect each target; with the 


scorer's table—and tbeie is one to eneb 
target—was designed by Captain Lewis 
Taequith of signal company No. 2 of 
/olumbua, O. The state is spending 
about $200,000 there in making the 
range the best in the world. 


Telephones in use at the range are 


those adopted by the United States 
government after exhaustive tests, and 
every bit of wire in use is placed under 
ground in steel conduits protected 
from the dampness by gutta percha in- 
sulation. Inside the wires are carried 
In a lead pipe, are insulated and again 
insulated from each other. From a 
common firing point a line drawn 
across the range to the south, 300 men, 
firing alternately, each at his own tar- 
get, can work at once. Captain .Tnc- 
quith after consultation with Captain 
Chandler and expert shots has adopted 
a "buzzer"' system for the extreme 
range. 1,000 yards. The buzzer plan is 
this: Ench target la connected with the 
scorer's desk with a buzzer. When a 
man flres the scorer presses a button, 
and the man at that particular target 
knows that a shot has been flred. It 
takes about a second and a half for the 
ball from the gun to reach the target, 
but the buzzer Tt;orks like a flash. The 
ball may miss thp. target completely 
and go humming through space. The 
targets are only about fifteen feet 
apart, and If it were not for the buzzer 
the scorer might hear (and this has 
been the ease at Seagirt) the music of 
the bullet from another target and so 
flash the signal that the rifle fired at 
his target had scored a complete miss 
when in point of fact the man shoot 
ing at the target had not fired. 


As the button Is pressed the scorer 


knows that a shot has been sent to 
bis target, and his eye runs above to 
see the shot. If it counts he immedi- 
ately throws the proper semaphore ant 
the shot is recorded to the waiting scor 
er, -who has his glass on the target 
As soon as No. 1 man at Xo. 1

Uriefly Told. 


Cincinnati, O., June 27.—Interesting 


papers were read before the conven- 
tion of the Ohio Bankers' association. 
Former Governor Myron T. Herrick 
was a speaker. His theme was "Z.eg- 
Islation and Progress." Among other 
things hr> said: 


"Just at present the popular outcry 


ia loudest against the corporations 
doing an interstate business—particu- 
larly the raihoads. Abuses in railroad 
management there have been, and 
doubtless »>.any still obtain. Unfortu- 
nately, however, our lawmakers are 
are beii.g driven by thoughtless agita- 
tion into the enactment of much hasty 
and ill advised legislation, inimical to 
the free development 01 lailroads. In 
the enactment 
of the law limiting 


passenger fare to two cents per mile— 
a 33 per cent reduction—in this state, 
our legislate! s apparently disregarded 
the fact that tho passenger service is 
the least remunerative of any of the 
operations of a railroad. It is bath 
proper and right that corporations 
should be regulated by law, but laws 
which by their terms assume the pre- 
rogatives of ownership are inconsist- 
ent with our form of government. All 
restrictive legislation, however wise, 
Is inopportune at this time. Simple 
restrictions as to watered stock, etc., 
are all that are essential to protect 
the investing public."'
